visions. 
Constable Aughinbaugh, in a letter

Muncie, ‘tate 
veterinarian, said he had been asked 
to cooperate with the department of 
agriculture in the enforcement of the 
provisions of the dog law, but that 
he wished to give owners of dog; 
warning of the impending warfare. 
In a letter received by Constable 
Aughinbaugh from Mr. Munce, it is 
stated that the state veterinarian has 
received 
complaints

Butt orchard, severe damage was done 
lo early Elberta peach tree buds and 
blossoms, and toward noon Mr. Rice 
reported that many of the petals had 
turned brown, a sure indication that 
they had been damaged by the froez- 
j ing tempe rature. 
Some of the more hardy variety of 
peacher withstood the ravages of the 
cold, according to reports, the Hale 
variety being in this class.

New York, April 21.—Vice Presi­ 
dent Charles G. Dawes, speaking to­ 
day at the annual luncheon of the As­ 
sociated Prest, gave his views on re­ 
form of the rules of 
United 
States 
Senate, 
“The issue,” said Mr. Dawes,” is 
this: Shall the Senate continue un­ 
changed its existing rules which ad­ 
mittedly make possible at times the 
exercise by a minority or even one 
Senator of power to block the purpose 
of a majority of the Senate to legis­ 
late?” 
“It is 
important,” 
he 
continued, 
“that the Senate rules 
give 
every 
Senator a square deal, but it is im­ 
perative that they give the American 
people a square deal.” 
The extra-constitutional 
powers of 
Senators 
in 
this 
ponnection, 
Mr. 
Dawes said, were subservient of the 
principles of 
representative 
consti­ 
tutional government. 
Official Duty 
Mr. Dawes said further: 
“Aa Vice President, elected, not by 
the Senate, or by a state, but by the 
people of the United States to pre­ 
side over the Senate, I conceive my­ 
self charged with the duty of calling 
attention to methods of Senate par- 
i liamentary procedure in their relation 
to the national interest. 
The 
fact 
that of practically all deliberative and 
legislative assemblies of the world, 
the United 
States 
Senate, 
almost 
alone, chooses to conduct its business 
Under rules 
which 
do 
not 
Provide 
properly effective cloture, emphasizes 
this duty on my part. 
“The issue presented in the move­ 
ment for reform in the present rules 
of the Senate of the United States is 
non-partisan, non-sectional and pa­ 
triotic. 
An 
improvement 
in 
these 
rules to 
expedite 
the 
conduct 
of 
business 
is 
as 
personal and 
non­ 
partisan a question as was that of the 
adoption of the* budget 
system im­ 
proving the conduct of routine gov­ 
ernmental business, 
# 
“As emphasizing this non-partisan­ 
ship, or the day after I had called the 
attention of the Senate to the need 
for a change in the rules (as a Vice 
President who happened to be a Re­ 
publican), that able and distinguished 
Democrat, 
Senator 
Underwood, 
of 
Alabama, long an earnest advocate 
of reform in the business methods of 
the Senate, re-introduced a resolution 
in the Senate 
providing 
for better 
cloture. 
Prompt Action 
“The absence of cloture has been 
denounced on the floor of the Senate 
by Senator Kellogg, now Secretary of 
State under a Republican administra­ 
tion. 
In the platforms of the Demo­ 
cratic party adopted in 1916 and 1920, 
was a blank which reads: 
“We favor such alteration of 
the rules 
of 
procedure of the 
Senate of the United States a* 
will permit the prompt transac­ 
tion of the 
nation’s 
legislative 
bu 41 ne ss.” 
“It is evident from all this that the 
advocates of this reform recognize it 
as non-partisan. 
It cannot be ac­ 
complished except it is accepted in the 
hearts and consciences of all citizens 
as non-partisan and patriotic—a re­ 
form demanded by the people in the 
interest of all the people. 
It should 
not be discussed from any other stand­ 
point than that of non-partisanship.”

Paving the World's Streets 
The lake of asphalt in Trinidad bai 
fallen only fifteen fee! since its discovery 
by early explorers, despite the fact that 
approximately 4000.0(10 tons of road- 
making material have l>cen removed. It 
is estimated that 10,000.000 tons of the 
mixture have been churned into asphalt 
by gases during the ages in Pitch Lake 
which is known as Devil’s Caldron aroon* 
the natives.
